This "nev7" information is in five documents 1*11 provide, ^ou are familiar with the 
Katzenbach memo. 1*11 also include ti-^o early Dallas records reflecting what in groping 
for a non-controversial word 1*11 desfribe as reflecting a failure to really investi- 
gate, anij^ FBI tickler I believe was prepared for damage control and tv/o pages from the 
first of the five volumes of the definitive report ordered the FBI by LBJ the night 

of il/ 22 / 65 . The latter reflect^s the FBI's disagreement with the most basic conclusion 
of the \Iarren j^eport, tliat oh^y three shots v/ere fired, all by Otjwald. On this I can 
provide more because tlie 1^1 and the Secret Service never clianged. They, both ignored the

I hppe that with the passing of time there may come a willingness to reconsider the 
official solution in terms of official records so that more of the truth may come to be 
knov^n and understood. 

^n tliis draft I use it as illustrative of v/hat Garrison and Stone could have done, 
could have used if either had had any concern for truth and fact, because it was available 
to both, both knew such information was available, and both ignored it and so much more 
'that would liave enabled them to be informative and factual and truthful when they weren't. 

I misunderstood you and thus wrote that Stone had told Bradlee tliat only actors had 
pages of the script. I'm glad you caught tliis. I hope you have time to take another look 
at what I've given you and v/hat I v/ill enclose to see if I misunderstood anytliing else or 
made any other errors. 

‘^'liis Katzenbach memo and v/hat the did about it tell a story about how the Post 
was gulled. Stone's charges reminded me. Perhaps Jeffrey if and v/hen he comes up, 

would lilce copies of them and other FBI records on the Post of v/liich 1 made duplicate copies 
that can be retrieved easily.
